The Europeans 
are out-numbered, and would be out-num- 
pered whatever the franchise qualification, 
The chief factor in qualifying a citizon to 
vote, Me Shewan cannot forget, is ratepny- 


ing. Hore in Hongkong, the meanest coolie' |” 


has to pay the rates, so that ‘govornment 
hy the people’ in Hongkong would resolvo 


itself into government hy the coolie lasses, 


under-the direction or control, eventually, 
of ‘bosses’ on the American system. We 
are sure Me Shewan does nyt aim at this, 
and when he has an- opportunity Again of 
dealing with public representation in Hong- 
kong he will probably Le less aphoristic 
and more explicit. 

‘There can bo no questinn, we think, that 
the Chinese have not yet attained the high 
plane occupied by Europeaus in matters ot 
self-government. | Without ~ going into 
abstruse examinations on Spencerian lines 
of the different ideals of Eurape and Asia, 
we venturo to assert that, broadly speak- 
ing, the Buropean town (end Hongkong is 
littlé more than 8 town) is better governed 
than the Chinese city. In some respects, 


Hodbgkong is belinda the times, partly be- 


cause local officials aro timid or incom- 
petent, purtly ‘hecauso the Colony is ruled 
from a department in London ignorant to 
a groat extent of local requiremonts, partly 
because ‘a shifting population prevents 
persistent: agitation for public improve- 


ment. As a Cro#o Colony, Tongkong, |- 


whatever tha aspirations of some of - us, 
will never possess absolute self-government, 
and the best thing the European residehts 
can do fur-themsolves is to seo that the 
‘public representatives “on the Legislative 
Couneil are? thé best that can be obtained. 
Hore itis thatMr Shewan should: dicdet 
his energies, and ithe docs he will receive 
o large measure of public support. As the 
British res(dents, by -carly trainiug and 
instinct, aro the best qualified to serve -on 
the Council, they should. always -be ins

The Ttoedom of speech en- 
jeyed by an Opposition which bas no fear 
of the responsibility of oflico before its eyes 
widens the scops of its criticisms, aud ta- 
parts a rofreshing vigour to the invective of 
thogs of its mombers who possess the cour- 
ago’of theie convietions. _It reaches the 
popular ear, and the apprehension of an 
adverse public opinion 50 stimulated can 
never fail to have its effect an the acts of 
the Admivistration, Under such a réime 
it scems natural that, other things being 
equal, each governor in turn should bo ec- 
tegmed the worst who hes borne rale in the 
colony, and in any care his merits are mover 
likely-to be fairly gauged by any Jocal cor.~ 
tempurary estimate, King Stork, thouzh 
fair and far-seeing, may Le more obnoxious:
